It is intended to facilitate the choice 
of reading for children and for the parents who wish to guide their 
children in the choice of books. It does not by any means cover all 
the juvenile literature in both libraries, but we are sure that the 
method of grouping books which are especially adapted to the dif-— 
ferent gradés, will prove most helpful to readers, and we wish to 
express our thanks to Mr. Fittz, not only for his valuable sug- 
eestion, but for the large amount of time and thought which he 
most kindly devoted to the preparation of the lst. We hope to 
have this juvenile catalogue ready to distribute soon. 

We again ask the town for an appropriation of $300.00, in 
addition to the town note, and express our thanks for the support 
which is always so generously accorded to us.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 
For the Year ending December 31, 1907. 


Our library was increased during the year by the addition 
of 168 volumes, besides a large number of bulletins upon forestry, 
agriculture, etc. Highty-nine volumes were added by purchase, 


thirty-four of which are fiction. Of those which were gifts a 


large proportion are New Hampshire state reports. Fifty vol- 
umes were received from the State Library too late to be included 
in the book-lists for 1907. These reports are upon agriculture, 
forestry, schools, the state board of health, and other subjects of 
general interest. 

A few public documents have been received from different 
departments at Washington, and others may be had upon applica- 


tion if anyone wishes to suggest subjects to the librarian of this — 


library. “Good Housekeeping” and “The World Today,’ for 
1907, have been placed upon our magazine table by Mrs. Emma 
Bemis, and a variety of odd numbers of magazines have been 
given by summer guests who appreciate the puynees of the In- 
galls library. | 


Miss Ware has increased the number of specimens in our fine © 


collection of stuffed birds and animals secured in Rindge. ‘The 
collection bids fair to become one of the best in this part of the 
country. The museum adds greatly to the interest and attrac- 
tiveness of our library, both to people from abroad and to those 
of our own town. 

IT wish the herbarium which was so well begun a few years 
“ago might be continued by some of our flower-loving people. 

Thanks are due Mr. Herbert Ingalls of Boston for the gift 
of a picture of the old Ingalls house which formerly stood on 
the present site of the meee This picture is very much ad- 
mired and should be carefully preserved.

WEST RINDGE BRANCH LIBRARY, 
For the Year ending December 31, 1907. 


Thirteen hundred and sixty-three books have been circulated. 
Of this number fifty-seven were sent to Ingalls hbrary, and two 
hundred and eight were books from Ingalls lbrary, circulated 
through the Branch library. Number of juvenile books, four 
hundred and ninety-seven. Whole number of cards issued to Dec.

As we look back over the work of the past year, we think that 
our schools compare well with the schools of previous years, and in 
some instances we find a marked improvement. During the past 
year we have had more weeks of schooling than we find reported 
for any previous year, one school having thirty-three weeks and all 
the others thirty-two weeks. We have tried to secure the services 
of good teachers, but for various reasons we find it hard to keep 
them. Good teachers command good wages, and when their services 
are sought, their first questions are:—““How much do you pay?” 
and, “How many weeks in your school year?” Their decision 
usually depends upon the answers of these two questions. Some 
of our teachers come to us unexperienced in the work, remain until 
they prove a success or a failure; and then go, if their work is 
successful, to a larger and more profitable field of labor. We should 
be able to pay such wages as will prevent our best teachers from 
leaving for better situations. 

One of the greatest evils with which we have to contend in our 
schools is the lack of punctuality in attendance. To this fact, we 
would earnestly call the attention of all parents and beg wien to 
do their utmost in the prevention of iv in future years. 

The work of the superintendent this year has been very satis- 
factory. He has done much in grading the schools, and placing 
them in a condition for progress and advancement. 

We would call your attention to the usefulness of our public 
library in school work. A list of the books suitable for the different 
grades is in preparation. This list, when completed, will make the 
library of greater use to the schools than ever. The work has been 
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done chiefly by the superintendent, who has willingly given his time’ 
and service for what he thinks will prove a benefit to the schools, ~ 
and we hope it will be fully appreciated by the aaizens of Rindge.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual re- 
port as superintendent of schools. 

The past year has been one of prosperity for the schools of 
Rindge. As a whole, the teaching force has been excellent, the 
schools have gone well, and good work has been accomplished. 
The policy of encouraging pupils from other parts of the town to 
attend the grammar school at the Center has resulted in such 
pupils doing their work to better advantage. 

The equipment of the schools has been much improved. New 
texts in geography, history, language, reading, and arithmetic 
have been added. In Frye’s “First Steps in Geography” and 
King’s “Advanced Geography” the schools have two excellent 
works. Montgomery’s “History” is the best book on the market, 
but it is not all I could desire. The “First Steps in English” 
have proved a valuable addition. Sloan’s “Primary Readers” are 
already imtproving the work done in reading. ‘The gradual shift- 
ing of the classes to a better arithmetic than the one now in gen- 
eral use is much to be desired. 

Report cards have been introduced, and now a report of the 
work done by each child in the upper grades is sent home to the 
parent twice a term. A second report is kept at the school for 
the inspection of the superintendent and as a part of the perma- 
nent records of the school. The schools have been plentifully 
equipped with supplies. These additions have cost money; but 
the town has received full value for its purchases and we have on 
hand a stock that will last for some time to come. 

Your superintendent has visited the town practically once 
every week and he has averaged to visit each school oftener than 
once in every two weeks. He has kept in close touch with the 
work, and has given suggestions and encouragement where 
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needed. He has carefully graded the classes in the grammar 
school, held one teachers’ meeting, and done much work in seeing 
te it that children attend school. He has also prepared lists of 
the juvenile books in the two libraries of the town, and has classi- 
_ fied these books on the basis of the school grades with the hope 
that the lists thus prepared will enable any child to pick out 
- readily books suited to his understanding. 

So much for what has been done. Now, I wish to address 
the voters on the subject of what, in my opinion, ought to be done. 
I believe that the people of Rindge earnestly wish for better 
schools. J take this opportunity to thank them for cooperation 
already given me, and I have no hesitancy in asking for their 
cooperation in the future. 

The first question which I wish to consider is whether the 
district cannot afford to raise more money for its schools. I be- 
lieve that it can; furthermore, that the appropriation of additional 
money is absolutely necessary if we are to get better results. 

The town of Rindge is not poor. In 1906 only eighteen out 
of the two hundred and thirty-one towns in the state had more 
wealth per pupil. Moreover, Rindge has a higher valuation per 
pupil than any other town in Cheshire county, except Dublin, the 
wealthiest town in the state. Rindge has appropriated more 
money in the past and the district can raise more money now. 

I have felt at liberty to address the voters on this subject 
because the specific needs of Rindge schools are better paid teach- 
ers, a school year of thirty-six weeks, adequate transportation of 
children living at a distance from. any schoolhouse, and improved 
buildings. 

The hiring of teachers is a matter of the inevitable working 
of the law of supply and demand. Accepting a position is just 
as much of a business proposition as is the hiring of a teacher. 
When a teacher applies for a position she almost invariably wants 
to know about three things, salary, length of school year and price 
of board. The best teachers accept the best positions. Teachers 
determine what are the best positions by multiplying the wages 
per week by the number of weeks and subtracting the cost of 
board for the whole period. Under such circumstances it is folly 
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to talk about getting good teachers by shortening the number of 
weeks and paying more per week. ‘Teachers are not to be caught 
by the working of any such device. Experience has taught them 
wisdom. 

The lengthening of the school year is important, therefore, — 
because with a lengthening of the school year better teachers can 
be secured. It is also important because the additional amount 
of instruction that could be given each year would mean the 
shortening by a year of the time required to prepare a boy or girl 
for high school. Nine times thirty-two equals eight times thirty- 
six. As the school year is arranged now too much waste time is 
given over to vacations that help the pupil to forget instead of 
aiding him to learn. : 

This shortening of the course of study from nine years to 
eight would be advisable because it would result in better work 
being done by the teachers; for with fewer grades more time could 
be devoted to separate classes and individual pupils. The cut- 
ting down of the number of classes to the minimum required for 
efficient work is one of the most serious problems in our country 
schools. 

Undoubtedly, the objection will be raised that an eight year 
course would graduate the pupil at too immature an age. ‘The 
answer to this objection is simple. Very few children ought to 
attend school before six years of age. Make six the age limit for 
admission and this objection is overcome. 

It is a matter of great regret to your superintendent that 
several children have been deprived of suitable educational ad- 
vantages, because the distances they have had to walk have been 
too great for their strength. The appropriation has not been 
sufficient to pay for transporting such pupils. I sincerely hope 
that enough money will be raised this year so that arrangements 
ean be made whereby every child in town will be able to reach 
the school best suited to his needs. 

The schoolhouses should be put into better condition. Much 
repairing needs to be done. Outhouses should be cleansed of all 
obscenity and the interiors painted a leaden color. When the 
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schools are not in session, outhouses should be kept locked. At 
Number 10 the trees should be cut away so that the schoolroom 
will be filled with more light for study. 
In closing, I wish to thank the members of the school board 
for the cordial support they have invariably given me.
